BUSY DAY FOR THE~DELEGATES 


Delegates to the Baptist state con- 


vention were early astir this morning 
and they took up the actual work of 
this great gathering with energetic 
vigor. Perhaps three hundred of the 
expected delegates have already ar- 
rived in the city, and almost hourly 
today there has been new additions to 
the ranks. The trains at noon each 
'brought in large delegations, and the 
present body may be said to be truly 
representative of Indiana's great 
army of Baptists. 


Those who have attended previous 


conventions say this, the sixty-eighth 
annual session, will be one of the 
most interesting and successful ever 
held. All the visitors are comfortab- 
ly located at the hotels or in the pri- 
vate homes, and they express many 
words of appreciation at the hospital- 
ity of the city and its people. The 
convention will be a memorable one, 
'and the sessions are attracting many 
persons who are not delegates. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


Previous to the convention hour 


this morning the ladies held a 
missionary service in an upper room 
of the chapel, while 
owners and 


prospective 
owners of lots at the 


Pine Lake assembly convened in the 
gallery of the church. 
Their pur- 


pose is to form an association to pro- 
mote the welfare of the 
assembly. 


"the preliminaries were discussed this 
morning and on Thursday morning 
a constitution and by-laws will be 
adopted. 


The song service this morning was 


led by Bev. Fuller Swift, of Madi- 
son, Ind., who has been placed in 
charge of the dajr sessions* A scrip- 
ture lesson, Hebrews I., was read 
by Bev. Kendall, of Pleasant Lake, 
and Bev. Cook, of Lebanon, offered 
prayer. 
Following another song the 


convention bowed in prayer, led by 
Bev. L. A. Gould, of Shelbyville, for 
the welfare of the ten Baptist mis- 
sionaries who sailed at that hour for 
f&reign fields. 


THE PASTORS' CONFEBENCE. 
Bev. I, N. Kimbrough, of Mitchell, 


presented the first paper in the pas- 
tor's conference and his topic was, 
"The Pastor and 
Temperance He- 


form." „ In part Bev. Kimbrougk 
said: 


"The pastor should duly recognize 


the strength and nature of the foe 
the saloon really is. It is the great- 
est enemy to society, the church, and 
the success of the gospel. It is the 
greatest enemy of the human race, 
and a blight upon civilization. 
It 


is responsible for 
three-fourths of 


the crime and misery of our people. 
It staggers the imagination to realize 
the wreckage wrought by rum, yet 
our government for a paltry fee li- 
censee it. There can be BO peace un- 
til, this fight against the saloon is 
won. 
The war between rum 
and 


righteousness is brought 
close to 


every pastor, for often it is found 
that members of the church fall vic- 
tims to liquor's 
ravages. 
It Is a 


problem that confronts every church 
when a member falls. 
And 
what 


shall we do? If we turn them out 
we leave them manacled in the hands 
of the devil. Bather should we not 
unite to turn out the cause of their 
fall. 
(Applause.) 


"Every pastor, too, must face the 


question of saving young men. They 
are the hope of our country. 
Only 


a small percentage of the young men 
are found in the churches, 
for it 


seems that all the agencies of Chris- 
tian force are not sufficient to cope 
with the counter-influence of the sa- 
loon. We cannot hope to even hold 
our own so long as we permit the 
saloon to drag down our young men 
Its effects spread far and wide, for 
the same ships that carry our mis- 
sionaries carry also rum to thwart 
their work. 
And 
the sins of our 


country are ours so far as we have 
even passive sympathy 
with their 


commission. The pastor should rec- 
ognize in himself the God-appointed 
foe of the saloon. 
The temperance 


question is closely 
allied 
to our 


cause, and it rests upon the funda- 
mental principles 
of Christianity. 


Ail forces of morality and religion 
must be arrayed in support of this 
movement, or it can never be made 


either permanent or effective. Every 
pastor is under obligation to see that 
his church is a temperance organiza- 
tion of the positive type. He should 
raise his voice as God's messenger 
and proclaim against 
the 
liquor 


traffic. 
He need not dabble in poli- 


tics to do this, but the government 
should be condemned for sin as well 
as the individual. (Applause,) He 
should preach special sermons setting 
forth rum's horrors* 
I do not ap- 


prove of the pastor donning disguises

and playing detective and then ex- 
ploiting his discoveries from his pul- 
pit on Sunday evening. But he should 
not fear to speak out against sin in 
high places and low. 


"He should not be intimidated by 


any of his leading members who niPvy 
not be' in sympathy wth the move- 
ment. 
And he should not merely 


talk, but act. He must lead other 
temperance workers into active con- 
test against the saloon. He must 
be a source of inspiration to others. 
Do not get tired; do not give 
up. 


Fight and go on* is the only tactics 
that will win against 
the saloon. 


Whatever may be said of the dis- 
couragements that may come against 
us, we may be sure that God is with 
us. 
Even now the 
storm-cloud is 


athering over the saloon, and from 


it will come the voice of God speak- 
ing through the ballots of the people. 
The pastor should seek to effect a 
union amon£ all temperance forces. 
And they are rallying to the war cry 
now as never before. I believe v/hen 
all pastors can lead all temperance 
forces in one grand, united, truceless 
campaign against the saloon it will 
be driven into outer darkness. 
We 


ought to support any 
effort that 


promises to banish the saloon." 


REPORTED RESOLUTIONS. 


Bev. P. H. Faulk, of Morocco, of- 


fered a resolution to the effect that 
the convention deplore the action 01 
President McKmley in continuing 
the army canteen, and declaring that 
as the saloon is so thoroughly en- 
trenched in politics, relief can be ob- 
tained only through this channel, 
and it is the duty of every man to 
vote for candidates pledged against 
the saloon. Bev. Fau'lk's resolution 
was liberally applauded and referred 
to the committee. 


Prof. Willis Brown was introduced 


and spoke briefly against the cigar- 
ette as an evil fully »s dangerous as 
the saloon, and others who partici- 
pated in the discussion were Bev. Dr. 


'Martin, of New Albany; Bev. E. W. 


Lounsberry, of Chicago, and Bev. B. 
H. Cooper, D. B., of Peru. 


FUNCTIONS 01? THE CHURCH. 
This was the title o an able paper 


presented by Bev. B. E. Neighbor, of 
Indianapolis, the secretary of the 
convention. Bev. Neighbor said in 
part: 


"The functions of the church will 


not bo rightly enforced until they are 
rightly understood. It is said the 
church is not impressing itself upon 
the people as it should, but in these 
day& more hopeful signs are seen. 
To further the good work of the 
chuvch, let ua inquire into the cause 
of ltd efficiency and talk of the rem- 
edy. I do not think it fair to Ay the 
fault altogether at the door of the 


pastor, for as a rul$ they may 
given credit for honest, faithful ef- 
fort. They may misunderstand the 
functions of the church, but if so, 
these may be learned by turning to 
the New Testament. The church, as is 
often said, is for the quickening and 
developing of the people into spirit- 
ual life, but at best it is only p.n 
agency of the Holy Ghost The state- 
ents of the Scriptures concerning the 
nature of the church are more trench- 
ant and plain than can be any world- 
ly definition. 


"The church is said to be the body 


of Christ, by which it impresses His 
truths upon the people. It is the em- 
bodied Christ— the continuation of 
Christ upon earth. 
Its function is 


not to act in its own wisdom, but to 
sit at His feet and learn the divine 
lessons of His life. It is the ever- 
present witness of His power. The 
New Testament conception of the 
church would exclude from the range 
cf pulpit themes everything not di- 
rectly the word of Christ. 
It may 


preach only righteousness, which re- 
mains unchanged through the ages. 
The church's word through the pul- 
pit should be to the individual soul, 
and it is the mouthpiece of Christ, 
an instrument of uttterance for His 
spirit. 


"There is no greater need of the 


times than to get men to think the 
;houghts of Christ. How shall men 
be persuaded? 
How shall they be

Hazelton, Pa., Oct. 10.—The second 


fatal clash between the striking mine 
workers and the non-union men oc- 
curred early this morning1 at Oneida 
colliery in Sdhuylkill county, twelve 
miles from here, when a co'al and 
iron policeman was shot and instant- 
ly killed ami another policeman, and 
a striker dangerously wounded. 
In 


addition about a dozen of the em- 
ployes of the colliery were badly in- 
jured by being- stoned by the strik- 
ers. 


The dead ni'an is Ralph Mill, of 


Beaver Meadow. 


George Keller, of Oneida, is in the 


Miners1 hospital here wi'th a bullet in 
his hea'd. 
The striker wounded is 


Joseph Lipko, of Stheppton, who was 
shot through the groin. 


The shooting- was the result of two 


separate riots. 
The first began -ait % 


o'clock this morning and -reached a 
clim'ax about 6 o'clock, w(hen the 
marching strikers, mos'tly Hungari- 
ans, -attacked the men on 'their -way 
to work in the Onei'da colliery, wfhich 
is operated by Coxe Br'os. & Co. - 


The marchers numbered lab-out 300 


men, women and fboys. 
Stones were 


thrown and ithe coal and iron police- 
men, who endeavored to protect those 
on the way to work, were forced 'to 
seek shelter. 
No shafts were fired lot 


this time and the marchers then dis- 
persed. 


The second clash was the result of 


an H't'tempit on tile part of the com- 
pany to 'have a train of coal cars from 
the slopes move'd to a 'breaker. The 
engine Which -was attached to fthe 
cars was surrounded by tmen an'd 
women, who stoned 'tfie engineer. Su- 
perintendent Kudlitte, of Drif ton, (re- 
monstrated with tihe crowd, but to 
no purpose. 


The policemen in this instance were 


employes who had been sworn in to 
protect the company's collieries. 


Bev. Carl Hourer, a I/uitheran 


clergyman, appealed to th* molb to 
disperse, 'but his words were unheed- 
ed. 
Persistent attempts were made 


to run the train and the mob made 
a concerted rus-h upon the guards, 
wh'o are said to 'have run in the di- 
rection of the engine house. 


The strikers gave dtiase and tthe 


firing followed. 


Probably a dozen shots were fired, 


but not in a volley. 
It is not known 


from which si'de the -first shot was 
fired. 


After the firing Mills and Keller 


were found lying upon the ground 
and Lipko was limping about with 
Ixis bands pressed over his wound. 


Mills was dead. 
His body was 


removed to the company's store. Sev- 
eral physicians were summoned, and 
they gave the wounded the necessary 
attention. 


As a result of a brief conference be- 


tween the company omci'als Sheriff 
John Toole, of Pottsville, was noti- 
fied that tlie company was in need of 
instant protection. He iwas urged to 
request the governor to send mi'titary 
aid. 


A BIG DEMONSTRATION. 


Scranton, Pa,, Oct. 10,—All interest 


in the strike of the mine workers of 
the Lackawanna region today cen- 
tered upon the great parade and an'ass 
meeting this afternoon. 


President John Mkchell and his 


party, "Mother" Jones, W. B. Pair- 
ley, of Alabama; Oeorge Purcell, of 
Indiana, and Benjamin James, of 
Jeansville, members of the national 
executive committee; Organizer iRob- 
ert N. Courtrig-ht, President Thomas 
Nicholls, of district No. 1; President 
Thomas Duffy, of district No. 7, an'd 
President John Fahey, of district 
Na 9; National Secretary 'W. B. Wil- 
son, and W. B. Ryan, of Springfield, 
secretary of district No. 12, of the 
Illinois United Mine Worker^ reach- 
ed here this morning at 10 o'clock 
from Slranokin and were received by 
a cotmmi'ttee *md escorted to their 
hotel. 


The parade this afternoon waa 


made up of six divisions, and it was 
estimated that about 15,000 men and 
boys were in line, many of whom 


walked long distances to get here in 
time for it. 


The mass meeting was held late in 


the afternoon and many thousands 
were present. 


National Organizer Fred Dilcher 


was chairman and Mayor Moir wel- 
comed President Mitchell and his 
party. 


CANDIDATE 
ECKHART 
HERE 


PROHIBITION" 
LEADER 
GIVES 


INTERVIEW, 


His Canvass for Governorship H*as 


Led Him to Think Old Parties 


are Evenly Ma/teheed, 


Mr. Charles Eckart, candidate for 


governor on the prohibition ticket, 
passed through the city today, en 
route to his home in Auburn, from 
Indianapolis. Mr. Eckhart has com- 
pleted a tour of the southern part 
of the state and addressed meetings 
ia fifty~six counties. He says that 
he finds much enthusiasm in prohi- 
bition circles and he believes that the 
party will have 30,000 votes in this 
state in November, Regarding the 
political situation as he finds it Mr. 
Eckhart says thei republican and 
democratic parties in the state ate 
evenly matched—that it is impossible 
;o predict with a degree of accuracy 
the result of the coming* election. 
Mr. Eckhart (says that both old par- 
tics are 'beginning to become more 
deeply interested in the Campaign 
than they were a week or two ago and 
as election day approaches the inter- 
est increases, Mr.Eckhart has made 
ninety-seven speeches and is now go- 
ng home for a brief rest, his voice 
having in part failed. He will stft~t 
out again next Tuesday, making his 
first stop at Muncie, where one of the 
largest prohibition meetings of the 
season will be held. From that time 
to the close of the campaign, Mr. 
Eckhart will travel continuously OVFT 
central and northern portions of the

Of Immanuel church, of Fort 


Wayne, the report says: 
"The pas- 


tor. Rev. S. H, Cain, resigned on July 
31st, having become 'discouraged ill 
view of the difficulties encountered. 
The prospects are certainly far from 
bright and the future of the work 
here is at present undetermined. 
In 


a growing part of a city like Fort 
Wayne, however, 'the conditions m'ay 
change at any time and bring hope- 
fulness where discouragement now 
prevails." 


Th'e amount received from churches 


and individuals during the twelve 


for missionary work has been 


$4,844.17; Interest on sundry loans 
has yielded $460.50; making a total 
for the missionary ipurpo&es of the 
convention, including current ex- 
penses, $5,304.67. 


Continuing, the report says; 
"The miss-ion churches have raisei 


during the past year for the improve- 
ment of their own properties as much 
as the board has appropriated toward 
the support of their pastors. In oth- 
er words, the 
contributions of the 


churches for state missions' has gone 
to directly increase the material 
wealth of the denomination in the 


year. We ought to have a much larg 
ei amount of invested funds. Until 
Mr. Kindig, a few years eince made 
us a legacy of $10,000 we had less 
than $2,500 of such funds. There 
is no woithiei legatee thait any Bap 
tist can have, whn has made the most, 
if not all of his property accumula- 
tions in Indiana, besides having his1 


home here with us, than the state 
mission board of this convention, We 
are glad to know that some of our 
brethren are seriously considering 
their obligations in this respect, and 
all will be additionally incited there- 
to by the notably beneficent proposi- 
tion of an aged brother in Indianap- 
olis, not a Baptist, who, deciding to 
be his own executor and having a 
warm regard for 
Baptists as in a 


special manner the friends of the 
common people, has promised us 
$10,000 on condition that we raise an 
ec^ual sum in two installments, the 
first of which must be in hand 'by 
the fifteenth of this month and the 
second by the thirtieth of December. 
*This will give us, if we are successful 
-and it will never do to fail!™an ad- 
dition of $20,000 to our permanent 
funds to bring us in an income for 
the work every ye'ar. We ought to 
have a constant 
increase of these 


funds up to at least a limit of one 
hundred thousand dollars. 
Surely 


there is a providential suggestion as 
well as a present incentive in the 
proposition 
of our 
pseudo-Baptist 


friend—«- suggestion to take wide and 
far reaching outlooks, and not less so 
in state missions than in others." 


THE OPENING SESSION. 


Many delegates did not reach the 


city until the evening trains and i 
was nearly 8 o'clock before the con 
v en tion opened Tuesday evening 
President Whittington had not reach- 
ed the auditorium, and the second 
vice president, Hev. J. W. Clevenger 
of Seymour, called the convention to 
order. He introduced Judge Allen 
Zollars , of this city, to deliver the 
address of welcome. 
Judge Zollais 


spoke in part as follows: 


BADE THEM WELCOME. 


'kM \ President, Ladies and Gentle- 


men :—I confess I do not know how 
to make a welcome address. I know 
how to tell you you are welcome to 
our city and our church, and when 1 
have said that, I have said about al 
that can be said, But I want to say 
a word or two about our city and oui 
church, We do indeed welcome you 
to this city of Fort Wayne, This is 
the summit city of Indiana.

"Fort Wayne has quite a history. It 


was a great Indian center in the 
early days. Here the Miamis lived, 
and they gave it the name Ke-ki- 
onga; so called by the mfro mthe fact 
that berries 
were plentiful here. 


Those primitive red men by some sort 
of 
intuition realized 
that 
those 


things were sent them by the Great 
Spirit. Those people were close *to 
nature's heart. Fort Wayne has, too, 
I believe, the distinction of being the 
first pla<^rn the TTnited States where 
a protective tariff was enforced, and 
Chief Little Turtle was the author of 
that protective tariff. 
Here was a 


belt of land between the two rivers 


they did that much, they did a great 
deal toward approximating the be* 
lef of even the present tday. 


"Back in 1734 there was a French 


fort near our Maumee riveV, Later 
the English captured this country 
from the French and they placed a 
font on the St. Maiy's. 
Those eaily 


people were hospitable, and would go 
hungry to entertain their guests. I 
am glad to say no such sacrifice is 
necessary now. The earliest immer- 
sion in this section was that perform- 
ed by an Indian mother who bab 
ed her own child. I do not know 
she found out the light way to do it 
unless nature 
had planted in her 


lieait an inspiration of the right 
method. 


EARLY BATTLE GROUNDS. 


*'0n these grounds wheie we meet 


theie have been many contests and 
many battles fought. It is but a 
short distance down the liver where 
Greneial Harmer met his d' sastrous 
defeat.. The Indians had some good 
toils; the idea of a Great Spirit im- 
planted in their hearts impelled them 
to do good. 
They had their faults 


also. We have kept a few of each, 
and discarded a few. It would seem 
that the world has clung to then 
spirit of war, though many nations 
of the world call themselves Chris- 
tian people. This I believe—when al 
Christian nations become nations of 
Chilians, then there will be no war 


"Ke-ki-onga has become a goodly 


city and to it we Did you welcome. We 
have been saying we had 50,000 peo- 
ple and now the government comes 
along and says we have only 46,000 
You can take your choice—believe us 
or believe the government. Now, I 
extend to you the liberty of the city 
I've heard a great deal about "deliv 
ering the keys of the city," and some 
times about "painting the town red/ 
I do not know what that means, bu 
I can trust you preachers, and if i 
doesn't mean anything bad, you may 
"paint the town red." 


ABOUT THE TABEBNACLE. 


Judge Zollars then gave in some 


detail an interesting history of the 
Baptist church in Fort Wayne, ack- 
nowledging at the .optset his indebt- 
edness Ito an articleijwrtyten by Miss 
Philley for the 
statistical details. 


Judge Zollars continued: 


"In 1820 Bev. McCoy came here 


under the patronage of the triennial 
convention. 
He first established a 


school and in the autumn of the same 
year a missionary, Mr. Hill, airived. 
On June 18, occurred the first bap- 
tism by immersion, when two half- 
blood Indian women were baptised in 
the Maumee. As an instance of the 
zeal and devotion of this McCoy it is 
recorded that he made the tiip from 
Fort Wayne to Washington and re* 
turn on horseback in the interest of 
his work, 
I 


"In 1822 a church was organized. 


Then malaria fever broke out and the 
ranks were' so desolated by death and 
removals from the village that only 
two members remained and those 
were the two Indian women whose 
baptism has already been mentioned, 
Iney then united with the Presbyter- 
ian church and for fifteen yeais the 
Baptists were not represented in Fort 
Wayne. 
In 1835 it appeals theie 


was occasional preaching, 
and the 


present church was organized MUrch 
4, 1837, called the Fort Wayne Begu- 
lar Baptist church. Intto that church 
went some people whose descendants 
are with us stilL For instance, I find 
a Fairfteld among the original mem- 
bers. Kev. Tisdall was called April 
3, 1837, for three months at a salary 
of $400 per year, and in December 
following the church concluded it 
could not afford the salary. 


"About that time Mrs. Morgan 


gave the church a lot on Washington 
street, and in 1841 or 1843 they built 
a modest house of worship on that 
lot. It was most decidedly 'the Little 
Church Around the Corner.' It stood 
in the center of the city, in the very 
shadow of the Presbyterian church, a 
lofty and somewhat imposing struc- 
ture. If the Baptists of those days 
had cared less for church and more 
for style, they would ndt have gone 
to that church. But for the courage, 
the devotion and the faith of these 
early worshippers, the Baptist church 
in Fort Wayne would have died.

called Dr. J. B. Stone, whom all you 
older brethren will affectionately re- 
member. Uniting with the church at 
this lime was A. H. Polhamus, who 
died about a year ago, and Mr. Bow- 
ser, another of the men we can not do 
without. 
Dr. Stone remained thir- 


teen years and five months, the long- 
est pastorate we have ever had. He 
was followed by Rev. Dr. Northrop, 
who was, indeed, a great pastor. 
When he came we had a membership 
of 190; when he left we had 855. In 
1887 we celebrated the fiftieth anni- 
versary of this church. Dr. Northrop 
remained until October 6, 1895. 
When he resigned we began looking 
about for a pastor, and we heard of 
a young man with auburn hair who 
had made a raid from Kentucky, 
wedded an Indiana Baptist girl and 
carried her to Maryland. The young 
an was not 'Dr.' Henson then—just 
plain, auburn-haired Henson.

came, preached his first sermon Oc- 
tober 6, 1895, and has just closed 
five years of a most successful pas- 
torate, adding to its membership un- 
til we now have a nominal member- 
ship of 1,050.

but also to pluck out its sting by 
forgetfulness. And so there is a real- 
nes& about this transaction which 
gives permanence to ^he friendship. 
"If any man is in Christ, he is a 
new creature; the old things have 
passed away; behold, they are be- 
come new. But all things are of 
God, who reconciled us to himself 
through Christ, and gave unto us 
the ministry of reconciliation; to wit, 
that God was in Christ reconciling 
the world unto himself, not reckon- 
ing \into them their trespasses," 


The ministry of reconciliation is 


here presented as a two-fold truth— 
the ministry which God committed to 
his Son, and the ministry which God 
enhusts to his people. 


The mission of Christ, as a recon- 


ciler, was necessitated 
by man's 


alienation from God, Wherever sfin 
exists, it is an isolating force.

Youth/ 'to the members of the Com- 
mercial club. The visitors were first 
oaken through the main building and 
the school rooms, where the children 
live and study. Many of them had 
never been in the home before and 
expressed surprise that children with 
apparently no minds could apply 
themselves to their books and o,tlier 
duties which are som$jtimes assigned 
them, Aftsr the home and schools 
had been visited Mr. t Johnson es- 
corted his. giusls to "Colonia," the 
state fsini, and the biick yard, where 
at piesent about fifteen or twenty in- 
mate? of the institution me engaged 
in t".i° manufacture of brick. Each 
has a duty assigned him and they 
apply themselves to it much more 
industriously and willingly than ths 
visitors 
bsliavecl 
possible. 
Mr. 


Johnron explained tlwt the output of 
tne biclc yairt lor this season would 
be iu excess of a million nncl n quar- 
ter of brick, which would edit less 
than $1.50 a thousand. Most of the 
brick is ussd in improving* the home, 
one of ths buildings constructed this 
yeni* Tor girl mmsi:s having been 
cowtiuctfd fioin biick made in the 
yr.rd 
At tho fpnn n number of the 


hoys were at woik ^sitting* in the 
conduction of a new brick building- 
and others \vcrc rsstsilng1 in the care 
of iUn d-my. Ths tinny ir> nont and 
clean and there ruo farty-five Hoi- 
stein co\vs which furnish the milk 
for the inmates of the home. Mi. 
John^cn has so raducad ths manage- 
ment of the dairy to a system that he 
keeps a record of each cow and the 
amount of milk she furnishes. 
In 


fact, there is system in every de- 
paitment of the big: i'aira as well as 
iu the institution itself* Mr. John- 
son believes that the farm will make 
the institution self-supporting in the 
aear future if scientific principles arp 
strictly applied. 
The visitors on 


their return to the institution were 
invited to the chapel, where the chil- 
dren gave an exhibition and enter- 
tainment which was enjoyed by those 
present. 


There are now 753 inmates at the 


home, and of these about 100 are 
kept at the farm. Most of them are 
workers and are practically sslf-sus- 
tnining. Many of them can do a fair 
day's work, either in the brick yard, 
on the farm or in the dairy, the lat- 
ter, by the way, an important adjunct 
to the farm.

to capture. For an average-sized con- 
stituency of say, 8,000 votes the can- 
diate is allowed £800 in expenses. 
The limit of London's laigest con- 
stituency is about £1,400. In< addi- 
tion the candidate can spend,, with- 
out saying why, the sum of £100 ou 
personal expenses, and the agent's 
bill amounts to about filTQ or £200. 


Take it altogether, a boa'ough can- 


didate may spend £1,000 on an elec- 
tion, and a country candidate half as 
much again. 


What the candidate or his agent 


may not spend is perhaps more im- 
portant Mian what he may. A can- 
vasser who wants to cast his vote 
nnd wishes to share a cab with a 
fellow voter has to be in ft position to 
swear that each occupant of the ve- 
hicle has separately and severally 
paid his own share of th*3 faie.

BKITISH TAKE TO CIGARETTES. 


Exact returns are unobtainable, but 


rough calculation can bo mode, and 
these show that the colossal sum of 
£18,000,000 is spent annually by 
thf» British 
public 
on cigarettes. 


This total is reached in the following 
manner. The amount collected annu- 
ally by the government for tobacco 
duty is £11,000,000. 
In the trade 


they estimate that quite half of the 
tobacco which thus pays duty at 3s 
per poundis used for cigaretts. Tills 
gives us 36,666,666 pounds. Taking 
the average price of cigarettes at 25s 
per 1,000, and estimating the aver- 
age weight as two and a half pounds 
per 1,000, the expenditure of £18,- 
000,000 is demonstrated.—Saturday 
Evening Post.

All these 


new things of the new man are from 
God, 
who reconciled us to himself 


through Christ. God was in Christ, 
Paul immediately adds, restoring the

not reckoning 


unto them their trespasses. On Cnl- 
vary's cross God himself, dressed in 
the crimson robes of a dying

deemer, came down and courted our 
love. 


We must therefore rid ourselves of 


an idea which for centuries has dis- 
graced theology, namely, that while 
Christ is all love, the Father is all 
justice.

abundant, the easiest mined and the 
cheapest coal of any nntion. 
The 


proof of this statement is found In 
the greater area of her coal lands, 
the siza and accessibility of her coal 
deposits and tlie present prica of her 
coal. The area of the coal lands of 
Western Europe is less than 10,000 
square miles, and practically all this 
area has been opened to mining. The 
available conl area of the United 
States at the present time is 50,000 
square miles. Moreover, the bulk of 
American coal is now produced from 
six states, Pennsylvania, Ohio, West 
Virginia* Illinois, Alabama and Iowa, 
and the coal bearing lands which 
they contain by no means represents 
our total resources.

A preliminary step in the process 


of the dissolution of parliament is 
the issue of the necessary writs by 
the lord chancellors of Great Britain 
and Ireland* 
Writs are issrued to 


the emporal and spiritual peers of 
England, the representative peers of 
Ireland, the judges of the high court 
(not being temporal peers), the attor- 
ney end solicitor general and the 
sheriffs and returning officers for 
counties and boroughs, The twenty- 
eight representative peers of Ireland 
sit for life, and therefore in their 
case a dissolution merely involves a 
writ of summons to the new parlia- 
ment. It is otherwise, however, with 
the sixteen elective peers of Scotland. 
They hold their seats only during 
the lifetime of a parliament, and 
have to be re-elected at each general 
election. 
The election takes place 


in Holyrood Palace, in Edinburgh 
Outside London and Middlesex the 
returning officers receive their writs 
by post; and a record of the times of 
posting, receipt and return i» pre- 
served by an elaborate system of 
signed acknowledgments. 
The writs 


are returnable within 
thirty-fto 


days of their issue, and the return 
ing officers are liable civilly and 
penally to the bouse of commons fo 
the proper returns.—London 
Dailj

Square, in Chester county, 
The suit, 


which is to recover the sum of $7,* 
022 t'icm the Provident Life and 
Tiust company, is one of the most 
remarkable in the histoiy of life in- 
surance. 


The tiagedy whicfli ended the life 


of Mrs. Shoitlidge was enacted in 
media on a New 
Years' eve, and 


caused a great sensation. 
Several 


yeais 
before that date 
Professor 


Slmtlidge had co-me to Media with 
his wife and family and established 
what was known as the Medi'a Aca- 
demy tor Young Men, 


Tor several years the venture was 


successful, the school having a high 
class patron-age. 
T<hen Mrs. Short- 


lidge died. 


In 
November, 
1893, 
Professor 


Shortliuge married Miss Marie Dixon 
Jones, and everybody pronounced it 
a happy match, 
Shoi'tly afiter his 


second marriage the professor began 
to act strangely. 
On 'the night qf 


the killing, six weeks after the mar- 
riage, Professor Shoitlidge invited 
his wife to go out with him for a 
walk. 


It had been snowdng heavily, (and 


Mic. Shortlidge pretested that her 
husban 1 
was 
not 
camf oi'bably 


dressed. 
He commanded her to fol- 


low him, an'd when they had gone a 
short distance from the house lie 
drew a revolver and shot her through 
the heart. 
He -fhen made an at- 


tempt to commit suicide, but was dis- 
armed by a neiglibor. 


In the tri'al which followed Pro- 


fessor Shortlidge was acquited;- on the 
gi'ound of insanity, and was confined 
in an asylum until a ye^rjago. 


There is no case of a parallel na- 


ture in the insurance 'ann'als of this 
state. 


A life insurance man recalled a 


case which occurred ait S-edalia, Mo., 
several years 'ago, but which does 
not establish la precedent for the pres- 
ent suit by re'ason of dts sudden 'and 
•tragic ending. 
A saloton keeper in 


tihat city insured the life of Jais wife 
for $5,000, and then in a rage killed 
her by forcing a red hot poker down 
her throat. 


He was put on trial for his life, 


and after a fierce legal battle, was 
acquited on a technicality. 


After his acqui'tal he sued the life 


insurance company, and, so far as 
law was concerned, lie had it en- 
tirely on his side. 
Public feeling 


had been wrought to such a pitch, 
however, that no jury could be found 
to give >the murderer a verdict, and 
finally the indignant citizens ended 
the matter by taking'the plaintiff out 
and hanging him to a tree,

EARLY MISSIONARIES. 


"It has been a long time, too, since 


the gospel v/ns first proclaimed here. 
Away back in 1680 it is sivid French 
missionaries passed thiough this sec- 
tion and made an effort to establish 
missions. The rude, simple people of 
those times were not without belief, 
and not without faith. They believe;! 
that the Great Spirit watched over 
and protected them in life and pro- 
vided for their hereafter. And when 
they did that much, they did a great 
deal toward approximating1 the be- 
lief of even the present tday. 


Hack in 17JJ4 there was a French

EARLY BATTLE GROUNDS. 


"On these grounds where we meel 


there have been, many contests and 
many battles fought. It is but n 
short distance down the liver where 
General Harmer met his disastrous 
defeat.. The Indians had some good 
tniis; the idea of a Great Spirit im- 
planted in their hearts impelled them 
to do g-ood. 
They had their fault? 


also. We have kept a few of each 
nnd discarded a few. It would seem 
that the world has clung' to theii 
spirit of war, though many nations 
of the world call themselves Chris- 
tian people.

Christian nations become nations of

"Ke-ki-ong-a has become a goodly 


city and to it we bid you welcome. We 
have been saying1 we had 50,000 peo- 
ple and now the government comes 
along and says we have only 40,000 
You can take your choice—believe us 
or believe the government. Now, I 
extend to you the liberty of the city 
I've heard ft'great deal about "deliv- 
ering the keys of the city," and some 
times about "painting the town red.' 
I do not know what that m&ans, bu 
I can trust you preacheis. and if i 
doesn't mean anything bad. you may 
"paint the town red." 


ABOUT THE TABERNACLE. 


Judge Zollars then gave in some 


detail an interesting history of the 
Baptist church in Fort Wayne, ack- 
nowledging at the .outset his indebt- 
edness ito an articles-written by Miss 
Philley for 
the 
statistical details. 


Judge Zollars continued: 


"In 1820 Rev. McCoy came here 


under the patronage of the triennial 
convention. 
He first established 


school and in the autumn of the same 
year a missionary, Mr. Hill, airived. 
On June 18, occurred the first "bap- 
tism by immersion, when two half- 
blood Indian women were baptised in 
the Maumee. As an instance of the 
zeal and devotion of this McCoy it ii 
recorded that he mode the tiip from 
Fort Wayne to Washington and re- 
turn on horseback in the interest of 
his work. 


"In 1822 a church was organized. 


Then malaria fever broke out and the 
ranks were'so desolated by death and 
removals from the village that only 
two members remained 
and those 


were the two Indian women whose 
baptism has already been mentioned. 
Tney then united with the Presbyter- 
ian church and for fifteen yeais the 
Baptists were not represented in Fort 
Wayne. 
In 1835 it appears there 


was occasional 
preaching, 
and the 


present church was organized March 
4, 1837, called the Fort Wnyne Regu- 
lar Baptist church. Into 'that church 
went some people whose descendants 
are with us still. For instance, I find 
a Fail-field among- the original mem- 
bers.

A preliminary step in the process 
f the dissolution of parliament is 


issue of the necessary writs by 


ic lord chancellors of Great Britain 
nd Ireland. 
Writs are issued to 


ie emporal and spiritual peers of 
ngland, the representative peers of 
reland, the judges of the high court 
not being temporal peers), the attor- 
ey mid solicitor general and the 


sheriffs and returning- officers for 
counties and boroughs. 
The twenty- 


eight representative peers of Ireland 
sit for life, and therefore in their 
case a dissolution merely involves a 
writ of summons to the new parlia- 
ment. It is otherwise, however, with 
the sixteen elective peers of Scotland. 
They hold their seats only during 
the lifetime of a parliament, and 
have to be re-elected at oach general 
election. 
The election takes place 


in Holy rood Palace, in Edinburgh. 
Outside London and Middlesex the 
returning officers receive their writs 
by post; and a record of the times of 
posting, receipt and return is pre- 
served by an elaborate system of 
signed acknowledgments. 
The writs 


are returnable 
within 
thirty-five 


days of their issue, and the return- 
ing officers are 
liable civilly and 


penally to the house of commons for
